GATES 
FORGETS A FORTUNE 


Matter of Million or So of Little Concern 


to Steel Magnate. 


New York. April-26 —John W. Gates 


had eo much money lately that he car- 
lied a check for 81,200,000 for three 
days in his pocketbook 
and Forgot to 


deposit _it in his bank. His brokers 
jailed him by telephone and begged him 
:o send the check to the bank in order 
that it might be put through the clear- 
ing-house and straighten out their ac 
count. 


This money, it is said, represents 


Mr. Gates' winnings in the recent raid 
on the steel stocks. 
When the accounts 


of the pool were settled up Mr. Gates' 
share, according to the story as related 
in Wall street, amounted to $1,200,000. 
The brokers who had represented Mr. 
Gates handed him a check for that 
amount and thought the matter closed. 


On Monday last, however, when their 


passbook was returned from the bank, 
balanced, they found they had 81,200,- 
000 more to their credit that their own 
books showed. Then it was that Mr. 
Gates was called and asked if be had de- 
posited the check. 


"No," said he; '•! had forgotton all 


about it."

At the most he will perhaps 
capture some Boer guns and baggage 
and.ii.axass the retreating burghers.

that in case, the United States sends a 
fleet to intimidate Turkey a Russian 
fleet, will pass through ^B Dardanelles 
to protect whatever port may be the ob- 
ject of the American demonstration, 


It is generally believed here that the 


sultan considers the American incident 
closed, by reason of his majesty's con- 
cession authorizing the rebuilding of 
the mission at Hurpoot and the con 
struction of an addition to Boberts col- 
lege. 


C/.ar Will Back Turkey 


London, April 26—The Constantino,

graph says: "The porte considers that 
its offer to rebuild'the American struc- 
tures burned at Harpcot will close the 
question. It bases this belief on news 
that Russia has intimated an intention 
to oppose an,y attempt on the part of 
the United States to enforce payrtent."

Berlin, April 26—The Berlin papers

The Vos- 
siche Zeitung, discussing the matter, 
points nut the ill success of European 
powers in getting money from Turkey, 
and adds:

FORECAST OF MONTH'S WORK 


Chicago, 
April 
26.—The advance 


guard of the great Methodist pilgrimage 
from all parts of the world toward Chi- 
caao, which will continue until May 1 
and even later, arrived yesterday. Five 
members of the ."local" committee on 
affairs of the Methodist Book Concern 
are at the Auditorium. 


The gathering of Methodists to attend 


the general conference of 1900 is soon 
to begin. The conference will bs held 
in Chicago, commencing on May 3, and 
continuing for one month. 


' Governing Body of the Church. 


The gecoral conference convenes onca 


in every four years. It is the govern- 
ing body of the church and combines 
the legislative, executive and judicial 
powers of the organization. The con- 
ference,, presided over by the 
eighteen 


bishops, corresponds in its relation to 
the church to the houses of congress in 
their relation to the people. It has a 
constituency of about 3,000,000 actual 
members, and its influence extends over 
10,000,000 souls, to attend to whose 
spiritual needs 18.000 ordained ministers 
are delegated. 


About 15,000 people are expected to 


attend the conference, and elaborate ar- 
rangements have been made to 
accom- 


modate and entertain them. 


Will Contain 73<5 Delegates 


The general conference this year will 


consist of above 735 
delegates, being 


composed of one minister in every forty- 
five, and two laymen from each*of the 
128 annual conferences. The general 
conference baa been a 
delegated body 


only since 1812. 
Before that year every 


minister of the Methodist church was 
entitled to a seat and voice in the delib- 
erations of the body. 


Outline ot the Work. 


The following is in brief Dr. Berry's 


outline of the work of the conference, as 
viewed in advance: 


Bishop Merrill, the senior effective 


Bishop, will preside at the opening 
meeting on May 2, 
. 


Dr. D. S. Monroe, who has been secre- 


tary of the General Conference since 
1876, probably will be re-elected to that 
office. 


Fourteen standing committees 
will 


have business to report, and there will 
be a large number of special commit- 
tees. 


Committee on Eplscopticj-. 


The committee oc Episcopacy is con- 


sidered of the first importance. J. M. 
Buckley is slated for its chairman. 


It is possible that the missionary 


episcopate will be abolished and several 
new bishops elected to foreign countries. 
In this case eastern Asia'would ask for a 
bishop to reside at Shanghai or Manila; 
India would ask for two; and Europe 
might ask for one to reside at Frankfort 
or Berlin. 


The Limit of Pastorate*. 


The time limit of the pastorates will 


be considered on the floor of the con- 
ference. The three chief arguments for 
removal are that the time limit is no 
necessery part of the Itinerant system; 
that the time limit rbise"the pastor of 
the opportunity of securing command- 
ing personal influence in the community. 
The ministers will favor the change and 
the laymen will oppose it.

TOTAL SUN ECLIPSE 


MORNING OF MAY 28 


TWO-THIRDS OBSCURATION FOR 


NEARLY THREE HOURS. 


Preparations Made By Washburn Ob. 


servatory at Madison to Take Note 
of the Phenomena—Simply As a 
Grand Spectacle It Will Be Worth 
Seeing. 


Madison, \Vis., April 26—Dr. George 


O. Comstock. professor of astronomy and 
director of Wssburn observatory, says 
that at Madison during the approaching 
eclipse, which occurs on the morning oi 
May 28, two thirds of the sun's disc will 
be obscured from 6 :i8 to 9:01 o'clock 
and at Janesville the obscuration 
will 


begin a little later and end a little Inter 
just how much ho has not yet computed 
The best places for observation in the 
United States will be in tho mounta ns 
of North Carolina and Georgia.

A. S. Flint will go tho mountains ol 
North Carolina for purposes of observa 
tion and will take along considerable 
apparatus from the Washburn observa 
tory. 


Get One Every Ten Years. 


"A total eclipse of the sun is not rare1 


said Prof. Comstock, "for we get one 
every ten years on an average; but the 
region in which the eclipse is total is 
not always accessible for purposes of ob 
servation. The total obscuration when 
the moon's shadow strikes the enrth is 
like the shadow cast on a pumpkin by a 
lead pencil interposed between it anc 
the light, making • straight narrow line 
The line of totally or complete obscura

There will be a partia 
ellipse on either side of this line visible 
1,000 miles from it. 


Will. He Worth Seeing. 


Simply as a spectacle it will be very 


impressive and well worth seeing. 
To 


astronomers it will be interesting nol 
because of its spectacular features, but 
because of the opportunity it will effort 
for making observations otherwise im 
possible. The ordinary glare of the sun 
prevents observations of the region im- 
mediately about it just as the glare ol 
an arc lamp prevents one from looking 
closely a^the globa that surrounds it. 
Whon the ncooc is interposed in the 
fashion of a screen what has been hidden 
of the sun becomes visible. Chief among 
these is tho corona, an 
appendage 


of the sun extending millkms of miles 
and having a soft pearly light. 
Little is 


known of the corona and its appearance 
and structure will bo the subject of care- 
ful study during the May eclipse. 
It 


will be photographed on either side of 
the Atlantic and for the first time an at- 
tempt will be made to measure the heat 
emitted bv it.

The 


Filipinos were quickly put to flight, 
leaving the field strewn with armor 
and helmets. Their riflemen were un- 
able tj shoot straight and the bolomen 
never got near enough to the Ameri- 
cans to do any execution. 
Therefore 


none of the Americans was wounded. 
Lieut. Balch with twenty cavalrymen 
from the Thirty-seventh regiment cor- 
nered fifty bolomen in a river and shot 
every one, the bodies floating away. 
One soldier had his head struck oft 
with a bolo. Gen. Bell's two regiments 
are busy in clearing the country. They 
meet with many small squads of bolo- 
men, 
and last week killed a total of 


125. A squadron of the Eleventh cav- 
alry is about leaving Manila on board 
the transport Lenox to reinforce them. 
The insurgents keep the province in a 
state of terror and are wreaking ven- 
geance on natives who trade with the 
Americans, burning many villages, in- 
cluding the populous town of San 
Fernando. Gen. Bell has issued a proc- 
lamation declaring that he will re- 
taliate relentlessly unless this guerrilla 
warfare ceases and that he will burr, 
ail the towns which harbor guerrilla 
lu a fight at Sorgogon, Albay province, 
on April 16, three companies of the 
Forty-seventh infantry, Capt. Gordon 
commanding, routed a large force of 
insurgents, mostly bolomen, killing 
fifty-three.

Chicago, April 26.—The political ac- 


tion committees of the various Chris- 
tian associations, including Y. M. C. 
A., Y. P. S. C. E., Bpworth League, Na- 
tional Christian Citizenship league, 
Anti-Saloon league, etc., will meet in 
national conference at Rock Island,111., 
on Tuesday next, and there formulate 
plans for a great national convention 
to nominate candidates for president 
and 
vice-president of 
the 
United 


States. It is believed that it is the in- 
tention of the organized Christian so- 
cieties to nominate Rev. C. M. Sheldon 
for president. It has been well known 
that the political action departments 
of the societies named have for a year 
or more been organizing in a vigorous 
manner in nearly every state, but in- 
asmuch as it was not believed that a 
separate political party movement was 
to be promoted.not much attention was 
given to the matter beyond party poli- 
ticians. Since the call for the confer- 
ence has been issued, however, the 
proposition 
has appeared in a new 


light, particularly as the combined so- 
cieties can, by .co-operating on elec- 
tion day, poll 
upwards of 
1,500,000 


votes, even with an ordinary candi- 
date. 
With Mr. Sheldon as the stan-

among the great masses of our. fel- 
low citizens is a practical application 
commercially and socially, of the spirit 
and principles of Jesus of Nazareth; 
and we confidentially anticipate that, 
coincidental with this effort to apply 
these principles and foster this spirit 
in the political, business and social af- 
fairs of men. there will come a co- 
operative response from the millions 
who now sit in economic doubt of the 
brotherhood of man and spiritual dis- 
trust of the goodness of God. 


We therefore, in. the name of Jesus 


Christ, call for a National Assembly 
of Christian men and women of legal 
age, representing every state and ter- 
ritory and possession of the United 
States of America, to meet In the City 
of Rock Island, III., on the first Tues- 
day of the month of May, in the year 
of o«r Lord 1900,. at the hour of 10 a. 
m., for the purpose of formulating a 
plan for National political action. 


We declare that the title of this

Say« Tber Would Aid 


Aaalact the Boer*. 


"England has never attempted to 


disarm the Zulus, Basutos or the Ma- 
•honas. She realizes theU- power." 


This remark was made iu the course 


of an Interview with the Rev. Charles 
8. Morris, colored, who Is at his home 
In West Newton, near Boston, having 
Just returned 
from 
South 
Africa, 


where he went a year ago as a Baptist 
missionary. 
Mr. Morris was pastor 


of the Myrtle Street Baptist church, 
West Newton, five years, resigning 
last spring so that he might devote hla 
time to missionary work. In a recent 
interview with a representative of the 
St. Louis Globe-Democrat Mr. Morris 
gave some Interesting facts concerning 
the different tribes in South Africa 
among whom he labored. . 


"I left this country on June 28 of 


last year," said Mr. Morris, "and went 
to England. 
From there I sailed, for 


Cape Town. Two months of my tlmo 
was spent iu Cape Colony. In Queens- 
town 1 baptized the leaders of a 
church with 1,240 In its congregation. 
After that I went about instructing 
them in Baptist doctrines and visiting 
their homes. 
• - 


"From Cape Colony I-.w£iit to Natal 


and was there at the outbreak of the 
war. 
In this couuectiou'l might say 


that, while 1 do uot euro to express any 
feeling of sympathy for cither the 
Boers or the English, I do believe the 
natives are of a loyal spirit toward 
the British. Iu Basutolauil the tribes 
there were anxious to descend into the 
Orange Free; Stajte and attack the 


.Boers. Tiey .;apee!£led time and time 


again to" the" '-[nii'ii mount magistrate 
that they might be permitted to do 
this. 


"For this very reason the Boers have 


• always left the base of the Basuto 


land mountains well guarded, fearing 
the 
Zulus. 
Ba.su tos aucl Mashouas 


would descend upon them aucl attack 
the Orange Free State inhabitants. 
This was England's trump card, you 
know, and. if played, woukl have been 
effectual 
In her Interests. 
England 


has never attempted to disarm these 
three tribes 1 have referred to. ( it 
;realixes their power. 
1 believe these 


natives, almost to a man. would fij 
for the English! The attitude of these 
tribes is explained easily. England is 
by no means perfect, yet; it •has.-itrcatccl 
the natives with. .much more! justice 
than have., the Boers.. The latter' s 
treatment of the natives has been 
harsh and even savage. 1 think It lit- 
tle woufler that the .natives feel kind- 
lier toward the Erigli'sh.'"
